The People's Uommutoo appyicited 
at iho late- Confederation Heeling have 
eubmittod a report of their doings and 
Iho result, bo far as known, of their 
negotiations with the Canadian Gov- 
eminent. That the rights of the 
peoplound ths dignity of tlio Colony 
have been maintained by the CoinmL- 
tee in every step they have taken, all 
must admit; and that the Canadian 
Government is disposed to accept us 
pretty much on our own terms, is 

y plainly evident hy the tone of the tol 
ogram irom tho Minister of Customs 
of tho Dominion. The torms proposed 
by the Committee aro theso : The 
Dominion to assumo tho Colonial 
debt and pay a subsidy sufficient for 
the support of the local Government, 
granting it in addition the powers of taxation 
roservtd to Provincial Governments 
in tho British North America Act ; to 
gratis us represent ali <n in the Senate 
and Commons of Canada and a respon- 
sible local Government, and to eon- 
'itili'ot ■%"toi»o\r/x i :!(&$-lt<J-yf:AAk '»■*-«*■• » 
ricr to Yale, on the Prater River, 
within two years after our admission. 
Such, brit fly, are tbo conditions under 
which it is proposed to unite tho Col- 
ony to the British North American 
Confederation— conditions which tin- 
body tho views of the speakers nt the 
meeting and wutch ato in tho highest 
d?gr?t? favorable to tho ''olony. This 
even the oppononts of tho schomo — 
few vt whom, wo bolievo, aro really 
sincere in their opposition — aro 
constrained to acknowledge. Wo 
cannot, indeed, sec how there can he 
even nil excuse for opposition offered on 
the part of this Colony to itsadtnission upon 
terms so fuvorulile The committee have, 
in addition, acted with considerable frwnk- 
nes-i and promptitude in laying a report 
of their proceedings before the people as 
eoon as they hud assumed an appearance 
of tangibility— and the telegram shows 
bow desirous t he Domiuionul Government 
ai e to admit as to all the rights and privi- 
leges of members of the Confederation. 
Communication has been opened from 

. Ottawa with the Imperial Government, 
and our Legislature is urged to puss an 
address to her Majesty requesting the 
consummation of Union. It remains, 
therefore, with the Council now in session 
at New Westminster to take the neces- 
saty step and tlx 1 last "obstacle" in the 
way of our prosperity will be swept away. 
A favorable answer to the address by 
Her Majesty's Government is assured. 
It is pledged, ill the Act creating the 
Dominion, to grant a request of the 
British Columbian Legislature asking for 
the Union ; it cannot, if it would, with- 
hold its consent to our admission without 
breaking faith with the Domiuionul Gov- 
eminent, and history and precedent are 
alike opposed to a breach of good faith 
on the part of the British Government, 
la the present stage of the negotiations 
all eyes are turned towards the Council, 
who would be wise to avail themselves of 
the present opportunity when the terms 
virtually accepted by the Dominional 
Government are so favorable to ns. If 
the matter be delayed by the ne»lect or 
apathy of the members of the Legislative 
Council, years may elapse 'ere so excel- 
lent an opportunity will again occur. A 
rtfusnl 'o accept now may resuit in Un- 
conditional Union being forced upon us by 
the Home Government. This being prac- 
ticably a Crown colony, such action is 
perfectly competent on the part of the 
Imperial authorities. Wc call, therefore, 
on oilicial as well as popular mem- 
bers to unite ill ratifying tile resolution of 
last jtecsion by the pus-age of the required 
address prior to aitjoui'nlng 

Tho Bo -ton Traveller, in a rocon', 
article, h..s the following on tho pro- 
tection policy of the Uniiod States : — 

Shipowners and shipbuilders, the 
country over, u*o becoming alarmed 
at thu rapid decline of their business. 
While nearly every other inioros>t ba- 
boon clamorous for protection, they 
have boon comparatively passive, and 
tho oons.'quenco is that, Congress ha* 
remotuberod them only to pile the 
taxes upon them without m roy. 
Before the war oar buildors could 
allord to build vtSiols fir all na'i in- 
and «bow a good return for their labor; 
b,it now all ibid is changed. Although 
we have exhau-tlo-u ntoros of limbOi 
and iron, good hemp and BUperLi 
cotton tvinvun, yet iho taxes uion the 
bare mjiiufioiuro of theso aro so 
heavy that our shipbuilders canno 
Compete with tnoso of other na ion-. 
Th j hi.-b dm os on foreign iron, hemp, 
canvas, copper, &e , levied for homo pro 
teeiiuu hiave been Iho means of riusine 
UiBi-ead ot lowering th'3 prices of domestie 
articles. In Canada and New Brunswick, 
where there are uo taxes of importance, 
ships can be built for less thai! $30 a ten, 
XJ. S. currency, to rate A 1 7 yeura at 



French Lloyd's ; while vessels to obtain 
the same classification hero would cost at 
least $85 a ton. Cnpt. Longhlin M'Kay, 
who is now a ship-builder in Quebec, wrote 
to a friend in this city a few months since 
that he then had a ship of 1,000 tons 
nearly ready for sea, with a single suit of 
sails, rated A 1 lor 7 years, which he 
would sell for $35 per ton in gold ; and 
we have no doubt that ho would contract 
to-morrow to build a dozen vessels of the 
sumo ruto and size inside of $40 per ton 
in gold. It may be said that our ships 
are of better material than colonial-built 
vcssals ; but graut it, tho superiority is 
not recognised in tho markets of the world. 
A spruce-built vessel, therefore, if she 
rated A 1, will obtain a freight or charter 
as readily as an American ship, even if 
her frame should be of live oak and her 
planking and ceiling of the best New 
Hampshire pasture oak. She may bo also 
cross-braced with iron ; though treenailed 
with locust, but', and bilgo bolted with 
copper, and fitted out complete in every 
detail, yet, notwithstanding all this, Rite 
will have no preference over her spruce- 
built competitor, either for freight or for 
the rates of insurance.''

To ibis we 
may answer, that though there is no present 
probability o' a railway boing cunBlruded 
by either tbe British or the Canadian Par- 
liament, there is, nevertheless, another and a 
mucb easier way out of tb-< difficulty ; a wuy 
*o much easier, in Tact, U>at there is some 
danger lest its extreme facility should lead 
to its being altogether neglected. Nature 
herself has laid out a rout" which man has 
very litlla to do but follow.

The two extreraeties of our territory 
are as completely isolated na if they were 
at opposite ends of tho earth. British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island are as 
thoroughly cut off from Montreal as if 
they were in another hemisphere; as far 
as all prai-tical communication is con- 
cerned. Wh'en wo add that Vancouver 
Island nnd British Columbia are very far 
indeed from being strong- military posi- 
tion, that the only military lorco immed 
iately available consists of two volunteer 
regiments, one in New Westminster and 
one in Victoii, we need suy nothing; about 
the probable result of uu attack on this 
ludicrously weak point, or the certainty 
of a consequent disintegration of our 
Canadian Dominions. There is certainly 
a naval force which is oflicinlly described 
as the " Pacific fleet," a designation the 
magnificence of which is scarcely in keep- 
ing with ihe limited number of vessels on 
the station, and their weak equipment, 
We may, however, fairly doubt wheihor 
men of war would be of very much use in 
preserving our supremacy over a vast 
continent. The re d dung r to be appre- 
hended is o:ii from which no fleet, how- 
ever extensive, can g;uard us : it is that 
the American forces may be driven like n 
wedge into the centre of our Canadian 
territory and hammered at until our 
power falls nssnuder like a house of cards 
The danger may seem visionary to politi- 
cians of tile "happy-go-lucky" order, but 
it is none the less tine that every mile 
added lo the railway between New York 
ami Sari Francisco increases perceptibly 
the imminence of tho danger. 

From tins point of view, it is a mutter 
of comparatively trifling consequence 
whether our Transatlantic cousins may or 
may not be right in the anticipations they 
build upon the completion of tho n< •' 
route lo the Bast ; but it is a matter of

in question derives all its attraction, to 
the American mind, fiom the fact that it 
threatens to affect seriously one source of 
British wealth ; it is hoped, in fact, that 
the seriousness of the effect will come 
near, if it does not attain, positive de- 
struction. O ivionsly, then, it is no 
friendly feeling t> us wh.ch is at the bot- 
tom of this movement ; and when so much 
is openly confessed, we may justifiably 
suspect the existence of still stronger 
motives in the background. T.rn annex 
aiion of Canada is one of the pet projects 
of American politicians ; aud when we 
see how readily the idea is taken up by 
their constituents, we may reasonably 
suppose that a war undertaken for such a 
purpose would bo lur from unpopular. 
Whether, therefore, wo attach any im- 
portance or nut, in a commeicial Sense, to

\ Bill Entitled an Ordinance to Assim- 
ilate (he L «w aflVetitiit Hi* Limita- 
tion of certain cau es ol Action and 
Suits. 

Whereas it is expedient to assimilate 
the Law affecting the limitation of causes 
of certain Suits uris ng abroad, in certain 
cases ; 

Be it enacted by the Governor of Brit 
ish Columbia, with the advice a-td consent 
»?»^sr<»- LtyslativB Council thereof, as 
follows : 

I. ' rite limitation of Foreign Actions 
Act, 18(10,'' and "Tho elision of Lim 
iiiiiioii ol Foreign Art, l8Gl,'' are hereby 
repealed Provided that I ho re| I here- 
inbefore rni-ni .toned shall not mAF-ci or 
prejudice any rights or pt'tvileLies inquired 
under the Acts hereby repealed, or either 
of them, but. the siiino shall be respec- 
t i v«>l y hold und construed as if such repeal 
had not liken place 

II. Iii cise uny Suit or Action shall be 
instituted in this Colony uguinsi any per 
son hero resident, in respect of a cause of 
Action or Suit which Iiub arisen between 
such person and some other person 
in a Poreig-1 Country, wherein the 
person so sued shall tuivo been resid- 
ent at tii e time when such cause of Action 
Or Suit fihnll linve first arisen, such Puii 
or Action shall not be maintained in any 
(,'oart of Civil Jurisdiction in this Colony, 
if the remedy thereon in such Foreign 
Country is barred by any Statute or En- 
actment for the I i in i tii r ion of Actions exis- 
ting in such Foreign Country. 

III. Any defendant uiiiy obtain the 
ben elk of the foregoing Enaotmeut by a 
plea in the form following : 

"And for a (1st, 2nd,) plea to the 
whole, or uny particular count of the de- 
claration or suit, und defendant 
fsaya thai the cause of Action, or Suit, is 
barred by the law of ^iinuie of tho Coun- 
try,; in which Country the said cause of 
Action or Suit first arose. 

Provided he "hall give evidence of the 
expiration of iho period of limitation pro- 
scribed by the Foreign Lmw pleaded. 

IV". Any printed copy, purporting to 
be an auihorizud copy of iiiiysneh Statute 
or Enactment, shill be prima facie evi- 
dence of jdie Siatuie or JWnacimeijt ofj 
which it purports to be au authorized j 
copy. 

V. This Ordinanco may bo cited for all

Wbereas it is expedient to assimilate 
the Law nuthorizing the Sale of the Real 
Estate of Intestates in all parts of the 
Colony of British Columbia where tho 
Heir is absent or unknown ; 

Bs it enacted by the Governor of 
British Columbia, with the nd»ice and 
consent of the Legislative Council thereof, 
as follows : 

J. "The Intestate Estate Sale Ordi- 
nance, 18G7," is hereby repealed, save us 
to all rights acquired and acta lawfully 
done thereunder. 

II. From and after the date of the pas- 
sing hereof, it shall be lawful for any 
Judge of the Supreme Couri upon cause 
lirst shewn before I'.im in a summitry way, 
on motion or by petition, that a Sale or 
some other disposition would be proper or 
advantageous to the Real Estate iu this 
Colony of uny Person dying intestate 
therein, by any order ot writing under the 
hand of such Judge, to authorize uny 
Registrar or Deputy Registrar of the stud 
Court, or the Personal Representative of 
the said deceased, to take possession of, 
hold, lease, sell, or otherwise dispose of 
the Real JDs'nte in this Colony, belonging 
to i he Heirs of any such deceased intes- 
tate. 

IIT. Such Registrar or Representative 
shall hold and ucconnt for such Real 
Kctute and i tie produce thereof, or ihe 
proceeds of the Sale or disposition thereof, 
or any part thereof, after deducting or 
making a fair charge for the trouble und 
expense of such application, management, 
or sale, to be fixed I > y the Court, or 

where a Sale it » s < n j^j^J^Jff^g^aLMflSJa 

*j:"sifcfi ."5.1 „;;<•.' stick in- 
duction, into Court under the '' Trustees' 
Relief Ordinance, lBGS,'' in trust for und 
to transfer the same under the orders of 
the said Court to the Heirs of such inlus- 
in'e, when ami so soon as such Heirs 
shall have been nscertaiued to the suiisfac 
tion nf the said Court. 

IV. All moneys paid into Court under 
this Ordinance, ami the " Trustee.-' Re 
lief Orduiunce, 1806," shall be paid in to 
me credit "oi 'the Judue of tins Supreme 
Court, ncliiiii as Accountant General for 
the time being of such Court, into such 
Bank ill the Colony as tht said Court 
shall from time to time appoint, to a sep- 
arate account., lo he intituled "The Real 
Kst.ite Account of (naming the person) 
deceased, intestate." 

V In small cases of intestacy in the 
remote Districts of the Colony, where the 
Intestate Estate, whether real or per 
soual, does not exceed iu value Five 
Hundred Dollars, it shall be lawful for 
any Judge of the Supreme Court who lias 
sufficient evidence before him to be 
morally certain of the fact, to be satisfied 
with less than the strict legal evidence of 
death and intestacy, and to make order 
accordingly . 

VI. In ill) construction of tlm Ordi- 
nance tho expres>ion " The Supremo 
Court" shall on the Mainland mean the 
Supreme Court thereof, anil on Van- 
couver Island the Supreme Court thereof, 
until merger of the two Courts into Tlie 
Supremo Court of British Columbia, 
when it shall mean such last named 
Court. 

VII. No Fees of Court shall be pay- 
able upon any application to tho Court 
under this Ordinance. 

VIII. 1'bis Ordinance may be cited as 
"Tho Intestate Estate Ordinanco, 1868."
